The files of this office reflect the following information 
concerning on Individual who ia probably Identifiable with Subject. 

2. Reports frra a predecessor organization reflect the following 
information concerning Ludvig WBSCH, herewith presented In sumasrlned 
farm. Professor Dr. Ludvig WESCH was born it April 1908 according to 
one report end 14 April 1909 according to another. Be van appointed 
Qxteratunifufarer (SS Safi. Lieutenant) on SO April 1935 and was promoted 
to Cfoeraturafuhrar (88 1st. Lieutenant) an 30 January 1936. In 1938 
WESCH was assigned to the Sleberhaitadlenst (SD-Securlty Service of the 
State and Party). A repeat dated 11 October 1944 indicated that WESCH 
had attained the rank of Boupetunnfutorer (SS Captain). Several r eports 
stated that WESCH was assigned Hazl Party So. 245,488 and SS So. 47446. 
Various reports also revealed that he war awarded the Baal Party decoration 
known as the Xotenknpf Ring (Death’s Head Ring). WESCH was serried and 
reportedly lived in Heidelberg, Germany, in January 1940. Information 
Contained in a re p ort dated 11 May 1943 indicated that Professor Sr. 

Ludwig WESCH was Director of the Institute for International Postal end 
World Bees, External Institute of Heidelberg University; and Lecturer 

at the ffcilipp Lenerd Institute. According to Source, WESCH, an SD 
Bather, was interested In high school natters (sic), news natter (sic), 
end public op inio ns and sentiments, especially In academia circles. 
Reportedly, Professor WESCH was a specialist In news natter sad Source 
believed that the SD considered bln an expert on such natters as the 
installation of broadcasting stations. 

3. Information concerning more recent activities of a Profeaacr 
Ludwig WESCH is contained in a report of this office dated 15 June 
1955. According to this report. Dr. WESCH bee been affiliated since 
1934 with Deutsches Magnaalt A.G., a subsidiary of Oes terra iehisch- 
Anerlkanischa M egn es it A.G. of R ad sn th e ia, Austria. The latter 

is largely owned by General Refractories of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

The firm Deutsches M agn aelt A.O. aaa underwriting Sr. WBBCH's research 
on infra-red end radar camouflage paint. According to Source, Prof esso r 
WESCH persuaded Deutsches Megnesit A.G. to rent (in January 1955) Villa 
Borsch in Heidelberg, ternary, end establish a TOrschangsinstltut where 
WESCH and other associates were perfecting his development. Reportedly, 

Dr. WESCH was considered to be the "turn-coat" type* always In search of 
the "best deal".
